Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year 
1969  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  Circular  1/70. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  health  of  the 
district  has  remained  good. 

The  estimated  population  continues  to  rise  and  has 
now  reached  13,560. 

Births  and  Deaths 

The  birth  rate  of  13.2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  is  well  below  the  national  figure  of  16.3,  while 
the  death  rate  at  12.3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
is  close  to  the  national  figure  of  1 1 .9. 

Out  of  the  238  deaths  in  Haslemere  121  were  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  and  54  were  due  to  mal- 
ignant disease. 

Thirteen  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  one 
less  than  last  year. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  Haslemere  re- 
mains low. 

Between  1963  and  1968  Measles  showed  its  classic 
two  year  cycle.  Since  1963  the  figures  have  run  as  follows: 
156,  11,  193,  16,  268,  21,  19. 

This  year  the  cycle  was  interrupted;  one  would  like  to 
think  that  this  is  due  to  the  introduction  of  Measles  vaccine. 

In  1967,  I reported  on  the  case  of  an  adult  who  had 
contracted  Paratyphoid  Fever  while  on  holiday  in  Austria 
and  in  1968  on  a similar  case  who  had  contracted  the  dis- 
ease in  North  Italy. 
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This  year  we  had  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  contracted 
in  Spain. 

The  patient,  a school  child,  was  isolated,  the  contacts 
were  followed  up  and  no  further  cases  developed.  He  had 
been  a member  of  an  organised  tour  and  had  stayed  in  a 
Hotel  which  is  used  by  three  separate  Travel  Agencies,  who 
between  them  take  up  200 — 250  of  the  300  beds  available. 

Parties  of  tourists  come  and  go  every  two  weeks.  I 
mention  this  to  give  some  idea  of  the  number  of  people 
involved. 

The  patient  made  a good  recovery  but  he  was  ill  for 
the  best  part  of  two  months. 

Once  again  this  case  underlines  the  need  to  be  inocul- 
ated against  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers  before  going 
abroad. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr.  Prue  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal 
support  at  all  times.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Am- 
bulance Service  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grays- 
wood  Road,  Haslemere.  This  sub-station  has  three  ambu- 
lances, a sitting  case  vehicle  and  a handicapped  persons 
vehicle  available.  All  calls  for  ambulances  are  now  made  to 
the  Control  Station  Banstead  (Tel  Burgh  Heath  53491). 
Haslemere  sub-station  is  connected  to  the  Control  Station  by 
teleprinter  and  the  ambulances  are  radio  controlled. 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

District  Nurses 

There  were  two  District  Nurses  and  three  part-time 
Nursing  Auxiliaries  working  in  the  Urban  Distrct  through- 
out the  year.  All  are  attached  to  the  practices  of  the  local 
doctors  and  are  no  longer  based  on  circumscribed  areas.  The 
two  District  Nurses  who  live  in  Churt  and  Thursley  also 
...visit  within  the  Urban  District  and  are  attached  to  the 
group  practice  at  Hindhead.

They  are  based  on  Quedley  Clinic,  and  are  officially  attached 
to  the  General  Practitioners. 

Home  Help  Services 

The  Divisional  Home  Help  Supervisor  is  based  at  Guild- 
ford but  she  has  a detailed  knowledge  of  the  families  in 
need  of  help  throughout  the  South  Western  Division  of  the 
County. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  5 Home  Helps 
resident  in  Haslemere  and  5 neighbourly  helps  supplemented 
the  Service. 

It  is  still  very  difficult  to  obtain  “Helps”  in  the  Urban 
District  but  the  number  of  applications  for  help  continues 
to  increase.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

Certain  changes  were  made  in  the  administration  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Service  in  Surrey  during  the  year.  The 
main  comprehensive  record  of  tuberculosis  cases  is  now 
kept  bv  the  Chest  Physicians  and  not  as  hitherto  by  the 
County  Council. 

Health  Visitors  and  Social  Workers  are  no  longer 
attached  to  the  Chest  Clinics  but  are  allocated  to  specific 
cases  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  Divsional 
Social  Worker  on  request  from  the  Chest  Physicians. 

The  number  of  cases  on  our  Tuberculosis  Register  at 
the  end  of  1969  was  22  ma'e  and  17  female  and  the  follow-

B.C.G.  Vaccination  — This  is  available  through  the 
County  School  Health  Services  to  school  children  of  13  and 
upwards  and  also  to  students  at  universities,  colleges,  etc. 
There  are  three  private  schools  and  Woolmer  Hill  County 
Secondary  School  concerned. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

Protection  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis, 
whooping  cough,  measles  and  smallpox  is  given  to  infants 
and  school  children  at  Quedley,  Haslemere  Hall  and 

Hind- 

head  Clinics  under  the  aegis  of  the  County  Council  and  by 
General  Practitioners  in  their  surgeries. 

Protection  is  also  given  against  tuberculosis  from  the 
age  of  1 3 upwards. 

Records  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  are  held 
in  bulk  at  County  Divisional  Offices  and  are  no  longer 
broken  down  to  District  Council  level.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  partly  by  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Board  and  partly  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Com- 
pany. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  is  checked  by  us 
independently  and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine 
established  during  the  years. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  is  approximately  0.1  p.p.m. 
from  all  sources. 

The  pH  value  of  the  water  is  checked  regularly  through- 
out the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  during  1969. 

With  regard  to  housing  there  have  been  no  significant 
changes  during  the  year.  So  far  as  existing  houses  are 
concerned  the  main  problem  is  that  proportion  still  lacking 
standard  amenities,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
new  Housing  Act,  1969  will  stimulate  owners  of  this  type 
of  property  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants  available  to 
improve  these  dwellings. 

During  the  year  under  review  259  samples  and  speci- 
mens were  collected  for  laboratory  examination  and  just 
over  100  of  these  were  concerned  with  notifiable  disease 
investigations. 

The  two  public  water  supplies  serving  the  district  were 
sampled  monthly  with  satisfactory  results.  During  the 
summer  months  sampling  of  school  swimming  pool  waters 
was  carried  out. 

Throughput  at  the  slaughterhouse  has  remained  about 
the  same  as  on  previous  years  and  full  inspection  has  been 
maintained. 

General  inspections  of  offices,  shops,  food  premises, 
factories,  etc.  has  continued  during  the  year  and  calls  for 
no  special  comment. 

Disinfestation  treatment  for  rats,  mice  and  insect  pests 
has  continued  satisfactorily.
